Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of tlie general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments; In response to the draft amendment to the claims, Mr. Sisson 
brought to the attention of Ms. McLeod the patents of Lewis et al., Migdal et al., and Makrigioros. Mr. Sisson noted that 
both Migdal et al. (column 13) and Lewis et al., (column 13) disclose taking multiple measurements with a CCD and 
applying a time stamp to the data collected. Mr. Sisson noted that neither disclosure teaches taking multiple readings 
of a sequencing reaction. Mr. Sisson directed attention to Makrigiorgos, where at column 24, first full paragraph, it 
discloses taking measurements of a sequencing reaction "at least three times" with a CCD. Mr. Sisson indicated that 
the proposed amendment would seemingly raise new issues, including a possible new ground of rejection under 35 
use 103(a). The aspect of filing a response under 37 CFR 1.116 and/or filing an RCE was discussed .
